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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is 
allowed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



3. Claims 1-10, 12-16, 18, 19, and 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Itkis (4,856,787). 

Itkis teaches a video gaming device and method for displaying multi-screen 
presentations comprising: a plurality of gaming devices (7), each gaming device being 
adapted to allow a player to play a wagering game, each gaming device being adapted 
to select a multi-screen presentation and transmit a request for a multi-screen 
presentation (Fig. 4); a plurality of video displays (20, 24, 26, 28), each video display 
being adapted to display a video presentation, the video displays being positioned in 
close relative proximity to allow a video presentation to be displayed using the plurality 
of video displays, wherein the video presentation appears to be an integrated, multi- 
screen presentation; a plurality of video displays controllers (8) communicating with 
gaming device and video displays; master video display controller (Fig. 6); controller is

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adapted to select a multi-screen video presentation from a plurality of different 
presentations; game device controller id adapted to select a bonus award and a multi- 
screen video presentation based on the output of a random number generator (4:16- 
21); a wagering device (Fig. 5). See Figs. 1-7 and columns 1-6. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 1 , 1 7, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Itkis as applied to claims 1-10, 12-16, 18, 19, and 25-29 above, and 
further in view of Falciglia (5,971 ,849). 

Itkis teaches all limitations of claims 1-10, 12-16, 18, 19, and 25-29. Itkis does 
not explicitly teach a bonus event. Falciglia, however teaches a video gaming device 
and method for displaying multi-screen presentations comprising a bonus event, i.e., 
free spin, (Fig. 6 and 6:4-15). Regarding the limitations of video presentation comprising 
a horse race, a game board, and a fisherman, these limitations are design choices. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to combine Itkis 's video gaming device and method for displaying 
multi-screen presentations with a bonus event, as taught by Falciglia, to come up with a 
more attractive video game wagering device with various bonus presentations.
